FORWARD 


The purpose of this book is not to present a history of the development and technical characteristics 
of the so-called Presidents Conference Committee Car, but to attempt to track down each car of this type built 
in the United States since the first experimental model and to present general characteristics of each general 
type of the car constructed. Since the author has worked from a wide variety of secondary sources, it is ime 
possible to have covered every variation of the cars, especially those introduced by companies who changed their 
equipment around in their own shopse The decision to include or exclude information has deen arbitrary and to 
a considerable extent dictated by the available space. Any errors found in the text should be pointed out to the 
author for inclusion in an errata sheet to be issued at some future date. It is believed that this is the larg- 
est selection of PCC pictures and information ever assembled in one location. 

The determination of what is a PCC car has been according to the rules and regulations laid down by 
the Transit Research Corporation and its successor, the Institute for Rapid Transit, holders of the patents on 
the PCC care The Transit Research Corporation received royalties on those cars using trucks and/or wheels of 
their design as these were the only components of PCC cars on which they held patents. Thus the cars constructed 
for the Philadelphia Suburban Transportation Company in 1949 are not PCC cars, nor are the so-called Magic Carpet 
cars of San Franciscoe No attempt, therefore, has been made in this text to cover these cars or other similar 
cars such as the Srillinere It is hoped that a later volume will be published to include these and other cars 
of the 1930's and 1940's other than PCC typese The Transit Research Corporation also considered certain groups 
of rapid transit cars, notably in Chicago and Boston as PCC cars because of their use of TRC trucks. These are 
covered briefly at the rear of the book. A listing is also given of cars falling into the PCC classification 


built in other countries under TRC patents.

Discussion of tables 

For ease of reference all materials presented in this booklet are presented in a tabular form, It 
is believed that this is self explanatory for the most part. Certain points should be noted as follows: 
PICTURE = Reference is given to the figure number showing a car of the type discussed. For convenience of referee 
ence, the page on which the picture may be found can be determined by dropping the last digit from the figure 
number. For example, figure 231 would be found in the upper right portion of page 23. 
WEIGHT = Weights quoted by various sources frequently vary wildly. In case of conflict, the figure which appears 
to be from the most reliable sources has been entered. 
OPERATOR CONTROLS = Ste Louis Public Service cars vary from standard by having accelerator pedal for faster brak- 
inge The accelerator pedal is operated by the left foot and the brake by the right foot. 
Chicago's two man cars utilized a form of hand control which was replaced when the cars were made one mane 


TRACK SWITCH’= Both Toronto and St. Louis have switch actuating devices which vary from the standard type.

Model "A" had none of the characteristics later considered to be part of the PCC designe It was built originally 

by the Twin Coach Company in 1929 as one of their experimental buses on street car truckse It was acquired by 
the Brooklyn and Queens Transit Corporation and operated during the early 1930's. When experimentation was 

begun on trucks and electrical gear for the PCC car, the first set of experimental trucks were installed on the 

Twin Coach which had been numbered 5200, the transfer taking place in 1934. The entire project was scrapped in 
1935. See figure 51.

Model "8" was constructed by the Pullman Company in 1934 on order from the President's Conference Committee, It 
was first operated in Chicago on the Windsor Park line, a short one man operation which was never equipped with 
regular PCC cars. Following exhibition at the American Transit Association convention in 1934, the car was sent 
to Brooklyn where it was operated as car # 5300. The braking system of the car left much to be desired since it 
was dependent on the overhead current for its braking power. The car was wrecked while in operation due to the 
pole leaving the wire. The lack of braking power caused it to crash into a truck and the badly damaged body was 


subsequently scrapped.
